Mr»  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report 
for  the  year  ending  3'lst  December,  1965* 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
was  6,480  (compared  with  6,560  in  1964;  6,570  in  1965i  6,610 
in  1962;  6,708  in  the  1961  census  and  6,920  in  the  195^  census)* 

There  were  87  live  girths  (122  in  1964;  and  110  in  1963)* 

There  was  one  stillbirth  and  2 infants  died  in  the  first 
year  of  life,  one  of  them  in  the  first  week. 

No  woman  died  during  childbirth. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  95  (88  in  1964;  106  in  1963*  85 
in  1962)  18  were  due  to  strokes;  16  to  coronary  artery  disease 
14  to  heart  and  circulatiory  disease  and  12  to  cancer.  These 
are  the  commonest  causes  of  death  in  the  county  and  in  the  cou- 
ntry as  a whole. 

Three  deaths  were  attributed  to  tuberculosis  and  l4  new 
cases  of  the  disease  were  notified. 

I wish  to  thank  the  public  helath  inspector  Mr.  Parry  for 
his  assistance  during  the  year  and  also  the  clerk  and  other 
Council  Officials. 

Finally  I should  like  to  thank  the  Council  Members  for 
their  continued  support.
